ORIENTAL POPPIES, 


The flaming colors of the Poppies seem to presage the days to come.But 
in early June they are welcome,even thp they do remind us of sweltering July. 
And oddly enough,it is in July and August,of which they seem so symbolic 
that they can be most safely planted.For as soon as their flowering time is 
over,the tops wither,and the plant becomes dormant for a time.They can be 
planted with perfect safety on the hottest days--try it,its a supreme test of 
your claim to being a treal dirt gardener’. 


While these Poppies will thrive nearly anywhere,save in a wet heavy soil, 
and in all sections of the country,they are apparently,particularly at home 
in the warmer North,and well into the South,in sections where many other fine 
Perennials will suffer in the midsummer heat.One recent writer finds hums a 
necessity for best growth,and attains it,as well as dissembling the barren 
space the Poppies leave,by planting Zinnias in the beds, and mulching heavily 
with grass clippings,whiich are left to rot.This also controls weeds.On heavy 
soils,watch out for slugs,under the clippings.They often eat Poppy crowns.I1f 
bothersome in the June garden,put down a few small flat stones,so the slugs 
can hide under them in daylight.If touched with a dry stick,they will adhere 
to it,and may be then dropped in e jar of kerosene. 


We are still assembling Poppy varieties here.No doubt some will be let 
go in time.But with few exceptions,all we have are distinct,and where colors 
are alike,they often supplement each other.Please recall,too,that the odd 
deep shades,as Henri Cayeux,should be given shade at flowering time,to see 
them at their best,as they scald in full sunlight.

TWO THINGS WE'D LIKE-- 


Hither to have each and every one who reads 
this,have a walk about the Nursery,at least 
once @ week,all summer;or else to be able to 
send out these Gossips oftener,and to devote 
most of the space in them to telling you of 
the things we see each day as we do walk in 
the fields. 

Please understand us.After twenty years 
of varied experience in Nurseries;under 
Glass;and in other folk*s Gardens;we know 
only too well,how little we have yet learned. 
When we try to tell you things about our 
plants,we give you our impressions,and the 
things we believe to be true,and usually are 
true,about them and their culture,under our 
conditions. 

We are much farther North,than many ofyou. 
But we less than 100 feet above sea level.In 
a way,our climate is comparable to that of 
the more southern New England States,save 
that our winters are steadier,and the snow 
comes earlier,and stays later.But our summers 
are entirely different in one aspect.Nights 
are invariably cool.Many plants that thrive 
here in open field culture,dry up in other 
sections.Please keep that in mind when you 
attempt to cultivate the native Orchids,Ferns 
and other woodland plants,as well as many of 
the choice Alpine and Rockery plants from 
other parts of the world. 


We started to tell you of our experiences 
with some of the Californian bulbs.At one 
time,we purchased and offered a number of all 
of these,getting them from Mr.Purdy,of whom 
everyone knows.We found we could grow most of 
them here.But we also found this.Most of t hem 
if we tried to grow them in the open fields, 
had to be dug and stored thru the summer.wWe 
reason this way.All of these have a dry dor- 
mant period in summer.In our fields here,they 
become too dry,at this time,unless given shade 
or a slightly moist location,both of which 
they like.But when we did that,our winters 
proved too much for them.In sections with 
slightly warmer winters,in partial shade,we 
believe anyone can grow the Brodiaeas;the 
Calochortus;Erythroniums and ¥rittillarias. 
However,the Camassias do extremely well here, 
in any slightly damp spot,and readily become 
naturalized.One day this May,we stepped out 
for a moment,to look about,to be amazed by 
three foot spikes of blue,white,and cream on 
the small bed of bulbs we planted out late 
last fall.If you could see them,you’d want
